HOrSE TERNS DOWN 
BRISTOW AMENDMENT 
Washington, June 21.—The house 
refused this afternoon, 
after 
four 
hours’ debate, to concur in the Bris­ 
tow amendment to the resolution for 
the election of senators by the people 
the vote being 112 for concurrence 
and 172 against. Ender the constitu­ 
tional requirement, it would have tak­ 
en of the total vote cast 190 to have 
carried the amendment through. In­ 
terest now centers in the parliamen­ 
tary situation in which the resolu­ 
tion is placed. 
Speaker Clark took counsel of sev­ 
eral of the best parliam entarians of 
the house, among them Asher Hinds, 
former parliam entary clerk to the 
speaker, and reached the conclusion 
that the best course to pursue was 
to message the r^ solution with the 
action of the house back to the sen­ 
ate and leave it to that body to de­ 
cide what action to take. Mr. Mann, 


the republican leader, held stoutly 
that the senate could not take the 
Bristow amendment off the resolution 
without a two-thirds vote. This would 
be interesting, in view of the fact 
that it was put on by a tie vote of 
44 to 44, with Vice President Sher­ 
man casting the deciding vote. 
It is believed by the fronds of the 
measure, however, that the future of 
the resolution is in fact quite easy, 
as the senate, by a majority vote, can 
reconsider the vote by which the 
resolution was passed when the Bris­ 
tow amendment could be again voted 
on. 
The unbroken alignment 
of 
the 
democrats in the house against fed­ 
eral interference in elections in the 
states for representatives and sena­ 
tors may have such an impression on 
the few votes in the senate neces­ 
sary to reconsider that the course in­ 
dicated may be taken. At any rate, 
the majority leaders 
in the 
house 
would not today ask for a conference, 
and will probably not do so under 
any circumstances, as they fear abso­ 
lute defeat would lie in that direction.

WATER FROM OKLAHOMA 
Durant, 
Okla.,

22.—D urant 
people are interested because Dallas 
is considering Blue River as a pos­ 
sible source for an enlarged water 
supply. The suggestion i3 taken as 
a compliment to this city, as it was 
the first city to tap Blue River, and 
now enjoys one til the best wat^r 
supplies in the Southwest. Several 
other towns adjacent to the river 
have since drawn upon it for water. 
There is some uncertainty as to 
the exact source of all the water 
which flows through Blue River, but 
those wh<* are well informed declare 
the supply amply sufficient to meet 
the need of Dallas or any other city 
of its size. The river is not large, but 
in all se asons, except in flood times, 
maintains an even gauge, the drouths 
apparently having but little effect in 
tile flow of water. However, it is the 
quality of the water rather than the 
quantity which makes Blue River a 
desirable source for municipal sup­ 
plies. 
Excepting for a few days afb*r very 
heavy rains the water is as clear as 
crystal and practically pure, being 
free from minerals and alkali, which 
make the waters of other larger riv­ 
ers undesirable for municipal pur­ 
poses. 
The Durant water supply is pump­ 
ed from the river at Armstrong and 
conveyed five 
miles 
to 
this 
city 
through a twelve-inch main. The Du­ 
rant pumping station also supplies 
water to Caddo through a ten-inch 
main s^ven miles long.
